Formerly Prince of Wales, who suc¬ 
ceeds to the throne of his father, the 
late King George V. The 41 year old 
monarch will not be formerly crowned 
for a year hence when the mourning 
period will have ended. 


His I.ale Majesty King George V 
Whose death plunged the empire into 
mourning. The beloved monarch tail¬ 
ed to rally from complications follow¬ 
ing a cold and passed away late Mon¬ 
day night at Sandringham House. He 
died in the 2f>th year of his reign at 
the age of 70 years.

Life of King George 

iKing George and Queen Mary have 
been pre-eminent for their devotion 
to their people, and their lives have 
been conspicuons for courage, honor 
and kindliness. \ , , 

For the first 27 years of his life, 
the King had little anticipation of as¬ 
suming royal responsibilities. He was 
born in 1865, the second son of King 
Edward VII. His youthful training 
was in the navy with his older brother 
Prince Albert. * In 1893 he married 
Princess Victoria Mary, daughteiv-of 
the Duke and Duchess of Teck, and 
his first son, Albert Edward was born 
in 1894. It was in 1892 that he be¬ 
came heir apparent through the death 
of Prince Albert. 

In 1901 he made his memorable 
tour of Canada, South Africa and op¬ 
ened the first parliament of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Australia. In 1901 also

John Corbet Kennedy, aged 90 
years and 13 days, died at the home of 
his son, Mr. A. J. Kennedy, west of 
v'ulcan, on Thursday, January 17th. 
He had been declining in health dur¬ 
ing the past three years and the end 
was not unexpected. 

He was born on January 4th, 1846, 
at Rupert, Quebec. During the early 
years of his manhood he was interest¬ 
ed in the lumbering business and- fol¬ 
lowed the trade for a good number of 
years. In the early days of the settle¬ 
ment of Western Canada, Mr. Kenne¬ 
dy came West to Winnipeg and took 
up farming. Giving up farming, he 
moved to the United States for a num 
her of years. In 1917 he came to Al¬ 
berta, settling in the Vulcan district, 
being a resident of this territory 
since that year. He was predeceased 
t>y his wife four years ago, also by 
two daughters and one son. One son, 
A. J. Kennedy of Vulcan survives. 

Funeral services for the late J. C. 
Kennedy were held from the Vulcan 
United .church Sunday, January 19th, 
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon, Rev P.

For almost half a century, the public has been revelling 
in the wgutings of Rudyard Kipling, and his death removes 
one of the most colorful word painters of our time. Hugh 
Walpole, in commenting upon his passing, has said: “He 
has had the misfortune or the luck, to live on into a world 

He has been out of 
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to which he does not really belong, 
sympathy with the changing viewpoints. But if he had 
died forty years ago, the whole civilized world would have 
been shaken from end to end.” 

It is true that in recent years his writings have not com¬ 
manded as great popularity as in earlier years. .But forty 
years ago, even thirty or twenty years ago his appeal was 
tremendous, and the variety and versatility of his writing 
delighted all ages. Any chira is the poorer if he has not 
listened wide-eyed, to thejjungle tales, to the adventures 
of Mowgli and Rikki—Tikki—Tavi, to the story of the 
■elephant that lost his trunk, and the great, gray-green, 
greasy Limpopo River. 

Forty years ago his “Stalky and Co” was the delight of 
the schoolboy and a worthy and witty successor of “Tom 
Brown’s School Days.” It is hoped that this classic of 
youth still holds its deserved place in junior libraries. 

He was a great Imperialist, and he interpreted his India 
in story and verse, as no other writer has done. He was a

KING GEORGE V 


At this time when the entire British Empire is mourn¬ 
ing the passing of a great monarch, it seems appropriate 
to reproduce some lines from “The King’s Grace,” the 
book written last spring bjr Lord Tweedsmuir, Governor- 
General of Canada. 

“The historian must record that the King has added to 
the duties of the Crown a graciousness which springs from 
his own character. He has given the ceremonial the bloom 
of friendliness. He has always possessed a high serious¬ 
ness and tjje note of faith and piety which he has often 
struck has not been the mere convention of his office. He 
has walked, securely in more difficult constitutional paths 
than any of his immediate predecessors. He has faced 
courageously crises which imperilled both his people and 
his Throne.

His “Barrackroom Ballads,” “Seven Seas,” and other 
books of verse captured the ear with their rollicking 
rhythm and stirring themes, and he was rightly regarded 
as the “poet of Empire.” His “Light That Failed,” "Plain 
tales from the Foothills,” “Kim,’ “Soldiers Three,” and so 
on, are distinctive contributions to the reading world. His 
“Recessional,” written in commemoration of Queen Vic¬ 
toria’s diamond jubilee will probably be recited by school 
children for generations to come, and Canada was immort¬ 
alized fairly or unfairly by him in “Our Lady of the 
Snows.” 

It is startling to realize how many phrases and quips 
which were coined by Kipling are in everyday use, and 
without any conscious tribute to the gifted originator. 
Amongst these, what is there more familiar than “The 
White Man’s Burden,” “East is East and West is W’est 
and Never the Twain Shall Meet,” “A Woman is Only a 
Woman, but a Good Cigar is a Smoke,” "The Colonel’s 
Lady and Judy O’Grady Are Sisters Under the Skin,” and 
Mulvaney with hjs “Oncet I was a Corp’ril Now Rayjuced.” 

One could go on indefinitely recalling those picturesque 
characters, vitalized by the magic pen of Kipling. It is not 
surprising that he and Mark Twain found each other so 
companionable. Mark Twain said of him “He is a most 
remarkable man and I am another one. Between us we

But in addition to all this, he has diffused a 
spirit of simplicity and charity which has profoundly af¬ 
fected the national temper. His quick sympathy and kind¬ 
liness have warmed the country, and done something to 
warm the chilly world. When nerve was breaking his 
steadfastness restored it, and when strife was fermenting 
he has spoken the healing word. The power of the Throne 
lies in what it is, but the authority of the King lies both 
in what he is, and in what he has done. With the Queen 
and his family to aid him, he has made Britain not only a 
nation but a household. 

“Leadership does not consist only in a strong man im¬ 
posing his will upon others. In that sense it has no mean¬ 
ing for a British Sovereign. But in a far profounder sense 
the King has shown himself a leader, since the true task 
of leadership is not to put greatness into humanity, but to 
bring it out, as the greatness is already there. That truth 
is the basis of religion, the only justification for democra¬ 
cy, and the chart and compass of our mortal life. The King 
has led his people, for he has evoked what is best in them.”

The financial statements indicate just how business is 
being conducted by the representatives, and what progress 
if any, has been made by the communitdkxluring the past 
year. They give an interesting picture or earnest citizen¬ 
ship and of municipal management. 

Stocktaking in private business is the order of the day, 
and citizens generally are making up their books, to learn 
how they stand personally, where reductions may be made, 
where outlay has been justified, and what relation exists 
between receipts and expenditures. The standing of the 
municipality is of no less importance to every taxpayer. 

Self interest and community interest should prompt 
everyone to study these financial statements so painstak¬ 
ingly prepared and presented. They represent' in brief 
form, all the administration of the past year. In the back¬ 
ground are many liours of deliberation on the part of 
councillors and secretaries, many business councils and 
a great amount of time expended outside of the regular 
meetings. 1 

There may be facts and figures in the statements which 
are not clearly understood by the ratepayer. And the 
time and place to present questions is at the annual meet¬ 
ings which are coming up shortly. The annual meeting 
should be a very important event in any community. It is 
there that a detailed explanation of all business is given 
by the councillors. Whether ratepayers attend in a spirit 
of criticism or a spirit of >ommendation, they should at 
least attend. It is a duty which they owe themselves and 
a eburtesy which they owe their representatives.

REMAINING IN POLITICS 


When the U.F.A. meets in annual convention this week, 
one of the most important decisions will be the continu¬ 
ance or abandonment of the political aims of the associa¬ 
tion. Before this appears in print the decision will prob¬ 
ably be made. It is altogether likely that an organization 
which has held power over a'province for fourteen years, 
directing legislation and policies will elect to continue ac¬ 
tive politically. No group, having once tasted the heady 
wine of authority, is likely to withdraw from the field as 
a result of one defeat, even though that defeat be over¬ 
whelming. Important personalities at the provincial con¬ 
vention should be the Ottawa contingent of Progressives 
who also were defeated in the Federal election, but who 
include some of the most able men of the West. They, no 
less than Provincial leaders, have taken great pride in the 
development of the party politically, and would be reluct¬ 
ant to see the U.F.A. revert to a body concerned mainly 
with social and educational interests. This is the. first con¬ 
vention since the U.F.A. was dethroned in the province, 
and it will be somewhat disconcerting for delegates to 
realize that resolutions so bravely discussed and carried 
will be nothing more than resolutions. They are no more 
the voice of the people, and will probably receive exactly 
the same consideration as Liberal or Conservative resolu¬ 
tions would have received at the hands of the old U.F.A. 
government. It is a difficult business to rebuild political en¬ 
thusiasm, without one representative in the legislature. 

Although there are many who contend that the U.F.A. 
gave good government during its regime, there is no ques¬ 
tion that it became increasingly a class government, espec¬ 
ially in recent years. And there was something ironic in 
the fact that it was defeated by those to whom it gave fhe 
greatest concessions, concessions which in some instances 
were ont in the lasting interest either of the individual or 
the province. 

There are prophets in the land, who venture to predict 
th e f u t u r e o f unpre dictable 'AtfoSRa: They see in the crys¬ 
tal a relatively short term of office for Social Credit, but 
n 0 return to the U.F.A. party, nor to Liberals nor Conser¬ 
vatives. It is forecast that a new prophet may rise and 
sweep all before him. It would seem that Liberals, Conser¬ 
vatives and U.F.A. should face that possibility together. 

It. is the history of new parties that they become cau¬ 
tious and conservative once they gather in the reins of 
power. If Premier Aberhart can succeed in his trowed 
purpose of balancing the provBhcial budget, if Alberta 
should be caught up in the wave of better times which 
is said to be pending, Social Credit beliefs regarding divi¬ 
dends might very conceivably fade into the background. 
But if times do not improve for the people generally, there 
will be great dissatisfaction and the tendency will be not 
to returp^o old parties but to strike out after something 
new. - 

To meet auch an emergency, and to keep the country on 
even keel, it is necessary that jhe U.F.A. and the other, 
old parties pay less attention to party dominance, and 
more attention to a non-partizan, hon-political, business 
government. J

OLYMPIC HOCKEY 

TEAM M1XUP 

Sport fans over Canada have been 
following with varying degrees of in¬ 
terest or cynicism, the processes ol 
the C.A.H.A. in assembling the Can¬ 
adian Olympic hockey team. Four 
players from the Halilax Wolverines 
alter being invited to join the lineup 
and brought to Toronto, were calmly 
told by Gilroy, president of the C.A, 
H.A. that they would not be on the 
team. It was in no placid humor that 
these players returned to face their 
nome towns. It was alleged that they 
asked for money with which to keep 
their families while abroad. This 
seems be denied, and apparently it 
was a complete surprise to the lour 
Wolverines to find themselves out op 
the. steps. Only Toronto seems- to 
snow the secret of it all, Toronto the 
omnipotent. 

One element of sport opinion con¬ 
tends that there should be an Olym¬ 
pic fund, available either through 
sport organizations or through the 
government to take care of such sit¬ 
uations as possibly do exist with Wol¬ 
verine players, in which some support 
be given the families of outstanding 
athletes during their absence. In this 
way Canada would be ensured of the 
oest representation. 

Dick Matthews of the Lethbridge 
Herald sport page comments on that 
joker “amateur” as follows: 

“Action of the C.A.H.A. in booting 
lour members of the Dominion’s Olym 
pic.hockey squad out of the picture, 
because they ‘demanded’ adequate fi¬ 
nances with which to provide for their 
families during their absence, will 
doubtless cause more belly-laughs 
than the Hot Stove leaguers have en¬ 
joyed for some time. 

“I wouldn’t mind betting that there 
is not one member of the so-called 
Fort Arthur Bearcats who are simon- 
pure amateurs in every sense of the 
word. I’ve been poking my nose into 
athletic aifairs long enough to know 
that any bilge along these lines is 
just—bilge. 

“Judge J. A. Jackson made a trite 
statement to me yesterday when 
speaking of the action of the govern¬ 
ing hockey body. 

‘It takes a rich man to be ama¬ 
teur,’ said the judge. 

“Never was truej word spoken. The 
rich man’s son, with his jeans full of 
money, makes the trip to the Olym¬ 
pics on an absolute amateur basis. 
The less financially fortunate, but 
perhaps more talented athlete, sucks 
his thumb at home because it would 
be sinful for him to accept needed 
monetary re-imbursement. What a 
laugh it is!.

PREDICTIONS 
PROVE ACCURATE 

William Bailey, 36-year-old Toron- 
o painter and decorator who reads 
ninds and forecasts events, predicted 
i few days ago Bruno Richard Haupt- 
nann would be granted a reprieve 
and would some day be proven an ex¬ 
tortioner but not the murderer or kid¬ 
napper of the Lindbergh child. 

Today Bailey admitted he never ex¬ 
pects any of his forecasts to be ac¬ 
curate. He' doesn’t claim prophetic 
powers. He answers dozens of letters 
weekly from many parts of Canada, 
giving advice to ill and despondent 
people, but he doesn’t chprge them. 
This hobby costs him money because 
he buys so many stamps. 

At a party two years ago he pre¬ 
dicted the month in which Marie 
Dressier would die; the death of the 
King of the Belgians by a fall; the 
assassination of Austria’s Chancellor 
Dolfuss; the invasion of a small coun¬ 
try by Italy, the failure four times in 
the next seven years of the Argentine 
wheat crop. 

His list two days ago included these 
forecasts: Mussolini will be assassin¬ 
ated; the skeleton of Ambrose small 
will be found next September and the 
Toronto theatre magnate’s murderer 
is dead; the St. Lawrence waterway 
plan will be undertaken in 1937; there 
won’t be a world war for 17 years; a 
cancer cure will be proven by next 
August and a tuberculosis vaccine de¬ 
veloped during 1936 and Canada will 
enjoy an 11-year span of prosperity 
before the next economic crisis.

Hon. Mr. Aberhart made it plain 
that it would be at least 18 months 
before he could hope to pay dividends 
promised and on Sunday we under- 
tand asked for a further extension of 
six months. 

The government will not need any 
delegation of Basic Dividenders to 
further hamper them. They ace hav¬ 
ing sufficient troubles at present to 
simply carry on and Albertans gener¬ 
ally should do nothing to hinder them 
for the outlook is certainly black and 
uiless the Dominion Government 
come s t 0 the assistance of the prov¬ 
ince it is questionable if the present 
government can go on much longer. 

The Basic Dividenders voted Mr. 
Aberhart and his followers into office 
and they at least should give them ev¬ 
ery assistance instead of organizing 
to hamper their efforts.—Innisfail 
Province.
